^[ADurD, Dec. 19.— The decision o£ the 
United Stales senatu committee on lor- 
eign relation!) to report Senator Camer- 
on's resolution for Ihu roco;;nition of tho 
republic of Cuba catiseil a great senEii- 
tion here. The jiapors enlarge upon the 
significance of tiio joint, coiupareii witli 
the concurrent resolution, anil reproach 
tho government and especially tho 
Spanish minister at WaBhington for 
having been over-confident. I'iio miii- 
isters here decline to tolk on the sabject 
and it is expected a cabinet toeeting 
will be held to-day to discuss the eitua- 

tiOD. 

Said 1 a prominent politician: "The 
talk of the papers of Madrid and Kow 
York cannot be acceptediAB representing 



BuiaiN, Dec. 19. — Intense disBatiefac- 

tion hiiB been aroused throughout the 
country hy tho refusal of the govern- 
ment to accept anaendmonts to the 
court's re-organization bill which re- 
sulted in its entire rejection. The 
roichstas's labor for a couple of years is 
tons destroyed. The bill was the result 
of demands mnde by the courts, lawyers 
uid people alike for many years to 
abolish certain iiardships, especially in 
the ehajie of iniulcqmite safeguards for 
defeiuhints on criminal cases and defects 
in the criminal court and court pro- 
cedure. 

The government insisted upon the in- 
t.roduction of fresh hardsbipa and illib- 
eral court measures in exchange tor old 

ones. One ot 

the tuoBt objectionable proposals of the 
govorniiient provided for tho imprison- 
luunt of opposition paper ediiora in the 
event of refusal to disclose theauthor- 
filiip ot articles, and the government 
also declines to accede to tho granting of 
compensation to innocently convicted 
p'treons. This attitude of the govern- 
inj^nt is certain to mean the loss of many 
seats in the bye-elections arisiag from 
tHe deaths and resignations of members 
of the Reichstag. The rejection of the 
bill, however, throws light upon the 
temper of the Reicliatag, which is liiiely 
to reject the scheme for the reforux of 
military courts, unless the bill proves 
more liberal than expetited. 

Incidentally the fall of the courts bill 
ha.'j deprived ilerr Bebelof his chance of 
raising a debate on the Leutzow trial. 
He had amassed a lot of soiiHalionai mat- 
ter whidi ho is now unalile to use until 
the second reading of the budget. The 
case, however, will be discussed in the 
diet on tho jiolicu estimates. 

Both tiie reicliBtag and the diet have 
iitrjournod for the holidays. 

The Kinjieror was present at Prince 
Hohenlohe's prliamentary dinner on 
Thursday. His Majesty was cordial to- 
wards the Obancellor, and in conversa- 
tion with party leaders like Levetzow, 
^^anteufiel, Lieber and Bickert. he inti- 
qnated the hope that the next Bacrifices 
•VMnanded of the Fatherland -would be 
rfllgriidgingly voted. This remark is 
underalood to have referred to the naval 
budget and to the new artillery scheni'- 
of the I'^mperor.

ICmporor William will spentl Clirist- 
inaa with his family at I'otsdani, the 
elder I'rincea arriving home to-<lav from 
the military academy at I'loen. Six- 
splendid lir trees have been ordered 
from the Ilartz mountains for the Im- 
perial family. Tho distributing of gifts 
wilbtake place in the Shell Hall of the 
new palace. 

During the holidays His Majesty will 
make frequent use of the new iitlilotic 
hall which is annexed to B'on Bijou 
chateau, where ho idays football and 
cricket with the elder I'rincea. 

According to the evening papers His 
Miijesty has little syiniiatliy for the 
Hitniburg strikers, ami he is reported 
j^lioaking to a guest of the cliaricellorfi to 
have expressed delight at the opposition 
of the employers lo the " unjuatiliable 
ilomanda of the strikers." And lie is 
said to have ailded that the victory of 
capital will be of advantage to the work- 
man in tlie long run. 

The Kni|)cror has slightly gained in 
llesh lately, and looks healthy and more 
robust. On the other hand the Kuipress 
baa grown remarkable slender. 

The supreme Prussian court has con- 
firmed the decree of the President of 
Posen forbidding the display of any flog 
or colors, save the Prussian and Ger- 
man. 

Tho government baa made a confiden- 
tial declaration to tlie budget eniiimis- 
sioii of the Keicli.-slag regarding the jiro- 
jeeted re-arming of the artiUcrj', for 
whicli it is stated 177,01)0,000 iiiarka will 
be needed lor Prussia alone. The whole 
niuttiM- ia being handled with the ut- 
most secrecy in rirder to keep the ))ow- 
rH, esi-iecially France, in the dark re- 
siiecting the precise character of the 
innovations. 

I'hnjieror William hap dismissed from 
the service Naval Lieut. Xetteliiedt, 
wlio recently killed a lawyer named 
Jens ia a duel after seducing the lattcr's 
wile. 

Herr I<'uchs, editor of a Socialist news- 
paper of Munich, has been sentenced to 
six months in jail for publisliing a poem 
on Prince Bismarck. This is the first 
time such a conviction baa been made 
since the fall of the Prince from power, 
and it ia eignilicant -that the trial oc- 
curred in Bavaria and not in Prussia.

States iH absolutely untrue. Naturally 
Spain has tho sympathy of several of

Fortunately the Cortes does not 
assemble before April, so the situation is 
shorn of possible embarrassments to the 
government from the fervidness of Span- 
ish patriotism. Tiie situation is not 
alarming, aud 1 do not believe that the 
American people will go further than 
wild talk.

Castillo to-day liad a long interview 
with the Duke of Tetuan, minister of 
foreign affairs, and Admiral lieranger, 
minister of marine. The subject of the 
discussion -was kept secret, but it Is UU' 
derstood the members of the Spanish 
cabinet are considering the introduction 
in the near future of political and ad- 
ministrative reforms for the colonies of 
Cuba and Porto Rico. Such action, if 
taken, it is believed, will lead to a re- 
construct.ion of the cabinet. 

Senor Canovas Del Castillo, in an in- 
terview, said that he knew yesterday, 
through the medium of cablegrams re- 
ceived from Minister Delonie, that a re- 
solution looking to the independence of 
Cuba would be adopted by the U. S. 
senate committee on foreign affairs, but 
hodoes nof*belie^&^th&fc • t T i gig' i ea H "will 
eventually pass a resolution of this char- 
acter. 

The Standard says: " Nothing could 
be more uncompromising than the 
terms of the resolution. The shock to 
Spanish pride will be increased rather 
than mitigated by the tender of the 
I'resident'.s friendly oflices. I'ortunately 
there is the constitutional time barrier 
against violent measures and though 
it is much to hope, it may be trusted 
as in the Venezuela scare that the calm 
judgment of the nation will over ride 
jingoeism. 

The Daily News thinks that little but 
talk will come of the, resolution. "Tlie 
jingoes," it enys, "want to embarrass 
President Cleveland, who can afford to 
be embarrassed." 

The VossuBche Zeitung comments on 
the United States and Spanish difficulty 
and prints a lengthy review of the whole 
trouble, during which it says ttiat it 
does not expect an immediate rupture, 
but fears a gradual drifting into war un- 
der llie on'ssnre i>f piibhc opinion in 
Sjiain and the United States. 

Private letters received here from 
Manila, tho capital of the I'liilippine 
islanils, state that the Sjianiards there 
are resorting to torture to extort confes- 
sions and information from cajitured in- 
surgents and spies. The inBtrameiits of 
torture used are from the time of tho 
Inquisition, and consist of thuniscrews, 
" Spanish," boots etc., etc., whicli are 
still preserved there.

BRITAIN AND 1REL.4.ND, 

Somewhat Alarming Agitation Over the Re- 
port of the Commission. 

London, Dec. 19. — The agitation aris- 
ing out of tho report of the commission 
on the Onancial relations between Great 
Britain and Ireland is growing apace, 
and the question bids fair to be one of 
the leading matters discuesedattbe next 
session of parliament. The Times, 
alarmed at the prospect, has published 
an article in that sense, to 
which Mr. .Tohn Morley has replietl, 
warmly upholding the cominission. The 
Irish Unionists are taking the matter up 
and intend to bring tho alleged undue 
taxation of- Ireland before parliament at 
the opening of the.sesaioij in tlie form of 
an amendment in reply to tho speech 
from the throne, calling upon the state 
to refund the $'2,600,000 of over taxation. 

Ool. Sanderson, Conservative member 
for North Armagh, is expected to intro- 
duce an amendment, and there ia much 
speculation in view of Mr. Morloy's atti- 
tude regarding the position which Sir 
William Vernon Harcourt will assume 
in the matter, 



Civil Service Hours Leugthened— 
Seizures of Imported Prison 
Made Articles. 



(From Our Own Corre.spoinlent.) 
Ott.wva, Dec. ly. — A careful compila- 
tion of the capital accredited to all the 
chartered gold mining coinpauiefi in 
Cau^^dwgives a total of over $290,000,000. 
British Columbia heads the list in the 
number and wealth of its gold mining 
companies, while Ontario with its scarce- 
ly less extensive deposits of free milling 
ore in the Rainy River district, cornea 
second. By provincea the figures stand ; 
British Columbia, $256,312,075; Ontario, 
$32,094,900: New Brunswick, $1,0.30,000; 
Manitoba, $50,000. 

The report is again in circulation that 
the civil service hours are about to bo 
lengthened. It ia also said thtit the 
ministers contemplate issuing an order 
prohibiting civil servants from being 
caiididatea for municipal oflices. 

At tho Customs department it is 
learned that there has been mony seiz- 
ures of prison made articles from the 
United States ditring the past three 
months.

CUBAN INDEPENDENCE. 

Opinions of the Spanish Public and Press 
on the Congressional Resolutions. 

Madrid, Dec. 19. — Although the reso- 
lution of the foreign relation^ commit- 
tee of the United States senate did nof; 

cause surprise in Madrid, it has re- 
awakened indignation and is looked 
upon as proving that the prospect of the 
Americans making war ia almost cer- 
tain. Spain seems to be prepared for 
the worst, and is appealing to inter- 
national sentiment to condemn the 
United States. The Spanish press ia 
divided in its opinion on the siibj^ct. 
El Epoca, Ministerialist, considers the 
adoption of the resolution as doubtful, 
" owing to the contradictory wording, 
including the independence of Cuba and 
friendly peace offices in one resolution." 
101 Kpoca also thinks that President 
Cleveland will veto the resolution if 
passed, and " it will thus have a weaken- 
ing effect." 

I'^l National condemns what it classes 
as the " Unpatriotic attitude of the 
.'Spanish proas," in attacking Captain 
(ieneral Weyler and other Siianish 
generals, claiming that this hurts their 
prestige with the army. But the Na- 
tional considers that war between Spain 
and the United States is impossible, even 
should the resolution be adopted, owing 
to the disastrous effect which it would 
have upon American finances.

TARIFF ON BREADSTDPf S. 

Forcible Rasons Given Before the Commis- 
sion Why the Duty Sbonld Not 

Be Lowered; 

JIoNTiiKAL, Dec. 19.— At the tariff 
commission here, D. Robertson, flour 
merchant, protested against the present 
protective tariff' on breadstufl'sofTo cents 
a bushel on wheat and 75 cents a barrel 
on flour. The tariff of which he com- 
plained protected only three milling 
linns. 

Robert Meighen, president of tho 
Lake of the Woods Milling Comiiany, in 
a forcilile address, combatted Jlr. Rob- 
ertson's ideas, lie denied that tho Hour 
millers were imjiorters, and were enrich- 
ing themselves at the iLxpenseof tho far- 
mer and conauinera. Mr. jNIeighen said 
that the Canadian miller was paying tho 
Northwest farmers a substantial advance 
over the prices paid in the United States, 
while the conaumer got his flour as 
cheap if not cheaper than the American 
consumer. The ellect of taking oil the 
duties would be that United States 
trusts would put Canada at once upon 
au exfjort basis and would ruin Can- 
adian industry. There were thirty-live 
million dollars of capital invested in 
the Canadian industry, and ho was con- 
vinced it would not be worth ten cents 
on tho dollar if the duties were lowered. 
Mr. Meighen spoke forcibly and to the 
point.

Co-Operatlve Pork Factory for Vernon- 
s Boatins ^ ccident— JUining. 

(From the Vernon News). 
An association composed of business 
men and miners of Greenwood and the 

surrounding towns has been formed 
which will assume the functions of v. 
board of trade for that district. 

A movement is on foot to etart a co- 
operative jiork packing establishment 
in town. Information is now being col- 
lected as to tlie best manner of proced- 
ure, and we have reason to hope that 
the scheme will soon assume a tangible 
shape. >Ve will have more to say on 
this subject in a later issue. 

While Messrs. R. Wilson and W. 
Tingley were returning last week from 
a point down the west side of Okanagan 
lake to their home at Six Mile creek, 
their boat capsized, throwing; both men 
into the lake. Mr. W'lson succeeded in 
swimming ashore, while Mr. Tingley 
clung to the overturned boat till it drift- 
ed to land. Both men, five minutes af- 
ter getting on shore, resembled hu^e 
icicles, their clothes being frozen solid 
in that time. 

^Vhat ndglit have been a fatal acci- 
dent happened last AVednesday at the 
Knby gold mine, situated near the 
Morning Glory mine. It appears one of 
the men placed three sticks of dyna- 
mite on some hot etoiies, to take the 
frost out of tbein. Ho had not got 
twenty feet away when the dynamite 
exploded, scattering rocks in every direc- 
tion, but fortunately doing no further 
harm. 

There was placed on our desk this 
week a certiflcate of a recent assay ob 
tained from rock taken from the Bon 
Diable mine, situated about three miles 
north-east of this city. The rock assay 
ed is des(!ribed as " iron nxide with a 
little (|uaii/.," and the result Ls as fol 
lows: (.iold, l.'i.lt) oz., value ij^LTfi per ton ; 
silver, -1 o/,., value .fL'. 72 per ton; total 
value per ton, ijil'T.S.T^. This ie a very 
encouraging assay, and the promoters of 
the Bon Diable Co. have every reason to 
feel very well satisfied with the pros 
pects of tiieir pro|)erty. 

The Cam|) Hewitt Mining and De 
velopnient Com pany have made a start 
on the properties, and about eight men 
are now at work getting then- winter 
camp ready. Mr. Gus. Hewitt is acting 
as foreman, and work will bo com- 
menced on the Lake View and tilad- 
Btone claims, two gangs working day 
and night. These claims botli carry 
Kold, silver and copper, and good re- 
sults are confidently anticipated by the 
promoters. The company has also ac- 
quired ten other claims at Camp Hewitt, 
and as other claim-holders intend to do 
some development work this winter, the 
camp will likely be pretty lively for the 
next few months. Camp Hewitt is sit- 
uated on Okanagan lake, about forty 
miles below tb.e Landinj;.

OUR VISITORS. 

The Dominion rainistera who liave 
lately visited this Province evidently act 
upon the principle contained in the 
beatitude, " Blessed am they who ex- 
pect nothing for they Hliall not be dis- 
appointed." Both Mr. Daviea and Mr. 
Bhiir ai)oke highly of the reeourcoa and 
the capabilities of the Province, and 
they exiireased tlieinselvea favorably as to 
the projected railway undertakings, but 
tliey were very careful not to make any 
speeiflc promise. This is a dis- 
creet policy. The ministers have 
not been long in ollice. They 
cannot tell, as yet, how the 
rank and file of tlie party 
feel with respect to British Columbia 
railway undertakings. They have, ac- 
■ cording to their own admisBions, just 
diocovered British Columbia. What 
they have seen and heard nijice they 
Ciuio to this far Western Province has 
iinpicBsed them with ita importance 
relatively to the other provinces of the 
Dominion ; but they cannot tell how 
many of the members of tlieir party on 
whom they must depend for support 
have formed an equally high estimate 
of the capabilities of the Pacific Prov- 
ince. It is quite probable that a large 
number of the ineiribers from Ontario 
and tjuebec have come to tho conclusion 
tliat the Ministers have been dazzled by 
the glitter of the gold they have seen 
and heard so much about, and that they 
have formed an opinion of the cnpaljili- 
tiea of tliis Province alto^'cthor diapro- 
portioiicd to ita actual imj)ortance. It iw 
well known that the l.iljeral ineiiil)erH 
are, as u claHS, rather slow, and it is only 
reasonable to conclude that tlie Minis- 
ters are acting wisely in " going slow." 
For our own part, we have not the 
slightest doubt as to what will be the 
ultinuite verdict of the representa- 
tives of the whole Dominion. We ex- 
pect to see before very lontr among the 
least enterpi'isiii>4 uienibcrs of tiie ma- 
jority in tlio House of Commons, the 
moat enthusiastic advocates of British 
Oolambia enterprises. But they must 
be allowed time to come to sound con- 
clusions. 

We iiuist say that we are a little dis- 
appointed tliiit some nieriibcr of tlic Lan- 
rier (iovernaient iias not takoii the hull 
by the horna and become the ciitliusiaa- 
tic advocate of British Columbia railway 
improvement. Caution and prudence 
are very good thingH, liut there is 
such a tiling as being too cau- 
tious and too prudent. Those I 
who ai-e old enough, must have a lively 
remeinbriim-o .li the uorrnrwith vvhirh 
the liiljerald, as a inirty, regurdcil Sir 
.fohn Macdonald's sciieme of a railway 
across the continent. It was vchenieatly 
denounced as a crazy scheme that no one 
but a lunatic wonld undertake. If Sir 
.Tohii and his fellow workei-a were as 
discreet and as prudent as the present 
Minister of Marine and Fisheries and 
the Ministerof Jiuil ways and Canals, ihe 
Pacillc railway scheme would never have 
gone beyond the incipient stage. But 
the veteran Premier acted on the prin- 
ciple "Nothing venture nothing win," 
and he performed what hundreds of 
thousands loudly declared to be sheer 
impossibilities. Tlio magnificent Cana- 
dian Pacilic railway is tho r<!siilt of his 
splendid ini prudence— his gloriouK in- 
discretion. We are beginning to tliink 
that the hopes of British Oolumbians 
with respect to railway development 
will not be realized until our lailwav 
schemes are taken hold of by some man 
]>opso9aing Sir John Maodonaki's unter- 
prisi;, courage and foresight. Is that 
man in sight? Wo fear not. 



CHOOSE GOGH MEN. 

We trust tliat the civic electors of Vic- 
toria are on tho look-out for good men 
to represent them in the next City 
Council. We trust that they will not 
listen to the candidacy of aman who has 
already proved himself a failure as a 
Councillor. It is not reasonable to con- 
clude that tho man who has used his 
position in the Council to forward his 
ovvii ambitious schemes and to wreak 
his vengeance on those who have ollend- 
ed him will be different in the future 
from what he faa^ been in the past. 
Men do not change the habits of a life- 
time suddenly. The true nature of 
the man will assert itself in spite 
of prudential considerations. Wliut 
a coui)i:illor has been in tlio jjast, 
it is only fair to assume he will l)o in 
the future. If ho has been self-assertive 
and unpracticable in the post, it is only 
fair to assume that he will bo so in the 
future. We would like to Eoe men 
selected as canditlates to rcprct-x'ul tho 
citizens who camiot be suspe.ted of 
having any motives in seeking election 
other than to perform the duties of City 
Councillor independently ami for the 
good of the whole city.

OUR UITLANDERS." 

There are in this Province at tho pres- 
ent time a large number of Uitlanders. 
Does the Governmentof either the Prov- 
ince or the Dominion treat them badly? 
Are thoy regarded with easpicion and 
distrust by Canadians and other British 
subjects? Are they made to feel that 
they are intruders who are not entitled 
to the full j>rotection of the laws of the 
land? We have heard no complaints. 
On the contrary, tho American miners 
in the Kootenay country feel quite at 
home in British Columbia. In fact, 
some among them do not hesitate to 
say that the difference between 
the mining campa on both aidea 
of the line is largely in favor 
of British Columbia. 

The mining laws of the Province, they 
say, are good, and the other 
laws are honestly enforced. There is no 
miniug camp on the American side of 
the line, wo are told, in which lav/ is 
respected and enforced as it is in Boss- 
land and the other Kootenay towns. 
Whatever growling there is in Kootenay 
comes from British subjects, and not 
from American citizens. We are glad to 
know that this is the case. John Bull is 
a chronic growler, and lie is never iiappy 
unless he has a grievance to complain of. 
We have yet to hear the first complaint 
from an .Vmerican Kootenay miner. 

This is a pleasant state Of things. We 
would he very sorry to hear that Ameri- 
can settlers on British territory were 
made to feel uncomfortable bv their 
neighbors of British origin. If any in- 
vidious dirttinctiou social, or other, 
were made between American citizens 
and Ijrilisii subjects it would act as a 
<h awback on enterprise, and wonld ma- 
terially retard the development of the 
country. From all that wecan learn the 
best feeliug exists between the miners of 
all iiationalities in the Kootenay coun- 
try. 'J'here is, in fact, very little to re- 
mind tbem that they are of different na- 
tionalities. 



CIVIC I.Ul'RO V EM EST. 

A movement has been set on foot in 
San l''nincisco for ell'ecting city imjjrove- 
nienta. The citizens have become wpjiry 
of calling upon the Corporation to mend 
matters, so they have decided to put 
their own shoulders to the wheel. This 
is what the Chronicle of that city says 
about the movement: 

TliC L'encral awakening on the .subject 
of street imnroxi'ineiit wbicli Iiuh cimie 
lo jiasH speaks well for the labnrs of tlu^ 
Mercliants' Ah.iociatinn . \V'hen that 
u,-;efi:l body was fornKHl it liiul jiopiilar 
apathy to C')ntend with, as W(!ll as olii- 
Cial uiitbrift and luisfeasance ; hut it 
has, l.iy dint of wise perHiHauice, rcjused 
civic i)r:tle and inspired, aiiinie^ t!i(i lax- 
payeiH, a healty Sjiirit of self-help. 
The slreet-iniprovemont cluli is now 
nearlv lis pervasive as the political club 
in a lively campaign. We have such or- 
ganizations on Polk, Larkin, Fillmore, 
Sixth, Ninth, Stockton, Sixteenth and 
Valencia streets, and are likely to have 
several more. Their present policy is 
mainly one of electric lighting, but in 
time it may be expected that they will 
litke uj) other plans of betterment, in- 
cluding street paving, cleaning and sew- 
ering. 

One of the great benefits exnected of 
this movement is a better rnunicijjal ad- 
ministration of j)ublic works. City offi- 
cials care little for the complaints and 
admonitions of men, but they fear the 
nower of organizations. Much of the 
best navement now in the city has lieen 
laid because of the way improvement 
clubs have gone to work to get it. Tlio 
.Supervisors and the Street Deiiartment 
were imable to withstand their steady 
and relentless pressure. When the clubs 
now in existence or yet to be formed 
get their lighting problems solved, they 
can, by joining issues, work a radical 
change in the fast-and- loose policy by 
which the maximum of expeiiHc is coiii- 
liined with the minimum of resull in 
street niaiuigoment. It will ho a groat 
service to San Francisco tohavetho jieen

THE " ^VIN^'IFRED" SEIZURE. 

Captain Hansen Tells HtS Story Before tb^ 
Behrlng Sea Claims Commission. 

At yesterday's session of the Beliring Sea 
Claims Comniission, Captain Pissett, who 
was mate of the Teresa in 18,S!) on the Beli- 
ring sea cruise, was e.Xiimined as to the 
catch for that year and as to the seizure of 
the Pathlinder", lor the purpose of showing 
that seal were very ))leiitiful at the time 
the Pathlinder was nimle a prisoner. Then 
Captain Hansen gave evidence as to his 
experience in shooting seal, saying his own 
loss was about two per cent, of the seals 
shot. The last ^fitness had tried Indians 
in 18S9, but did not lind them satisfactory, 
as for one thing they were too religious to 
lower their boats on Sunday, and .",onie 
other days would come back to the vessel 
before noon and could not be persuaded to 
go out .again that day. 

Questioned as to the case of the Winni- 
fred in 1892, Captain Hansen said she was 
warned this year not to go Into Behring 
sea, but while hunting off Avanacak island 
outside the sea a heavy southeaster sprang 
up with the Wiiiniftcd on a lee shore. To 
save the vessel he was obliged to run 
through the jmss into liehriiig sea. He 
tried to J;et out again, but unsuccessfully, 
for the ne.xt few days, owing iirst to the 
storm and then toai-alm; during that time 
he managed to shoot :i lew seal, and the 
Uusli coming along seized the vessel and 
took her to Sitkii. Witness was imiirisom-d 
in the jail, but was bailed out, ami left, 
never going back for trial. 

The cross-examination of this witness by 
the I'liited States was postponed till Mon- 
day. 

Einil Ranilase gave evidence as to his 
experience in seal huiLting, and went into 
a number of minute details of his daily 
catch in ISlll ami one or two other years. 

.lames Munger, of Seattle, who was 
alioard the Curplena in 18813 as a boat 
steererat the time of the scmire, stated 
that he had not heard any rumor aboard 
the Carolena such as Cotslord siioke of the 
other ilay, as to there being a likelihood of 
a slnu'tage of provisions. 

On .Mr. liodwell for the P.ritish side ask- 
ing the witness if he knew any- 
thing of the ])rovisions, Hon. -Mr. 
Dickinson oliji-cted that' this would 
not he evidriice in leliuttal, Isot that 
it was evicU-iiee that, should have heen 
put in before the case in chief had closed- 
It was only the other day tlmt Mr. Wunsie 
iu his examinotion Imd stated thathe couUI 
not lind this witness. 

In replj to tlii:*, and to show that Mr. 
Muiisie had spoken in good faith, an un- 
opened letter was produced hj' the liritish 
side that had been sent to witness on Nov- 
ember 1,"), asking him to appear on behalf 
of Mr. Jlunsie. This letter, however, had 
never reached Munger, but was returned 
through the dead letter otlice. 

After a long contention between 
counsel, Mr. Justice King, for the 
commissioners, ruled on the ground 
that the evidence was . being 
given simply in rebuttal of the statement 
by Cotsford that there had been a rumor as 
to shortage of ju-ovisions, the <iiieslion 
asked this witness had gone far enough. If, 
however, the liritish side had substantial 
grounds for asking that the witness be al- 
lowed to give evidence, because they had 
not been able to secure him before, that 
was a diit'erent matter. 

Hon. Mr. Peters, Jiowever, said the Brit- 
ish side did not desiro to press the last 
named argument, simply wislung to use 
the witness for rebuttal. 

The commission adjourned at one o'clock 
till Monday morning.

The Port Townsend correspondent of the 
Post-Intelligencer is autliority for the 
statement that the tide of "Wednesday and 
Thursday next will be the highest record- 
ed in many years, and eonsideiable appre- 
hension is manifested in certain circles re- 
garding damages to property. At Port 
Townsend the rise will be eleven leet and 
seven inches above the mean low water 
mark; at Seattle it will bo four feet liigher; 
Tacoma, five feet; and Olympia, nine feet 
ten inches higlier. These calculations are 
based on ordinary tides,' but the extraor- 
dinary tides on tlie shortest days in tlie 
year will probably increase these esti- 
inates a lew inches. .Should a gale 
from the west or southwest prevail olf 
the eo;ist of Wasbiu'don, a large eiuhank- 
inent of water would heforceil up the strait 
iuercasing the height of the tide two or 
three feet, iu which event it would be al- 
most impossible to forecast the result. At 
this season soul herly gales are expected, 
particularly aliout I)ecemher2;j and 21. On 
the Sound and in the Strait at the present 
time are large quantities of drift wood, 
which the higli tides liave carried oif the 
beach, and much careful navigation is 
necessary in handling vessels to avoid col- 
liding with large lloaling logs or trees. The 
highest tide in 1S"J7 will be on January 1, 
and will he nine feet eleven inches, or 
nearly two feet less than tlie high tides of 
this month.

CUBAN RliCOGNITICN. 

Not Much Excitement in London Caused by 
Senator Cameron's PJotion— No 
Oiinculties Anticipated. 

London, Dec. 19. — In spite of the flam- 
ing placards announcing it. the action of 
the foreign relations committee of the 
United States senate in agreeing to re- 
port Senator Cameron's report providing 
for the recognition of the republic of Cu- 
ba, lias not caused any excitement in 
London. I^Iost of the politicians are out 
of town, and the bankers and brokers 
were unmoved. There was a fall on the 
stock exchange in American and Span- 
ish securitiesiusympathy with the down- 
ward movement reported from Wall 
street, but it was shortly followed by a 
recovery. 

The manager of the Bank of Sjiain in 
England, said be did not exjiect any 
great fluctuations as a lesnlt of the "re- 
grettable action of the senate commit- 
tee." ile added that the rate oi e.K- 
change BO far had not changed and re- 
mains firm, " steadied largely by the re- 
cent success of the Spanish loans." 
Continuing, he said : "Of course, there 
has been excitement in Madrid, but 
some action of the senate has been 
considered inevitable and yesterday's 
action was largely discounted, 'it 
will no doubt increase the feelings which 
Spain will manifest during the next few 
days. But I do not look for any marked 
change in the hnancial situation. 

iVlr. Howard Potter, of Brown, Ship- 
ley & Co., does not consider any change 
ill the liiiancial situation to be immi- 
nent, and other bankei-s and brokers 
who were interviewed on the subject ex- 
jiress the same ojnnion. 

A leading memuer of the Spanish i:ol- 
ony and a gentleman holding a high 
official position said: " Tfie Spanish 
colony in London is too few in number 
to bo of much importance. But our 
leading merchants in the cork and wine 
trades are greatly grieved at the attitude 
taken by the American biieinesa houses 
in regard to Oaba, and they still more 
regret that Americans believe the story 
that Antonio JVIaceo was assassinated, 
lie was a brave man, as was shown by 
his facing the enemy, wlien a chance 
shot happily aimed by a soldier killed 
him." 

In oliicial Spaviish circles in l.ondon 
it is not believed that any difljculty will 
ensue. The Spanish government, it is 
claimed, is acting with every prudence 
and with the highest degree of states- 
manship. The effect of tlie senate com- 
mittee's action in Spain will not he 
known for a few days, owing to the in- 
terruption in tlie lines on account of 
severe weather and the government cen- 
sorship of telegrams. Although tlie cen- 
sorship is not rigorous at present, still a 
jealous eye is kept on dispatches eman- 
ating from Madrid and elsewhere. 

The Evening News, referring to the 
Cuban situation this afternoon, eays: 
"There is little doubt as to what will bo 
the answer when as strong a nation as 
America recognizes the rebels, which is 
decidedly unfriendly and cannot be dis- 
guised by the offer of good offices. Spain 
is not strong, but she is high-spirited, 
and it will no doubt see in this action a 
determination to force a quarrel. We 
have hope ill the/liin attitude of Presi- 
dent Cleveland and the sober American 
feeling and that any action of America 
will not be taken in such a way as to in- 
cur reproach, but it has stirred instead 
of healed the strife."
